THE METHODS AND AIMS OF MEDICAL 
EDUCATION. 

Ir has been our custom, at this season, from year to year, 
to offer some words of counsel to those about to enter upon 
the course of study that the schools of medicine require from 
their pupils. In former times, when the greater number of 
freshmen came from the surgeries of general practitioners, and 
had gained some knowledge of the surface, at least, of the 
calling for which they sought to qualify themselves, it was 
often our duty to proclaim that such knowledge was of the 
surface only, and that those who had it must be content to 
begin again at the beginning, and to plod their way patiently 
through many details, in order to lay a foundation for acquire- 
ments that would render them useful and respected in life. 
At present, when many of the students come direct from school 
or from college to the hospital, and have to obtain, at the 
hospital, their first impressions of the principles and the 
practice of Medicine, the cautions which were once necessary 
have become, in some degree, superfluous. The young men 
who now present themselves cannot lay claim to an experi- 
ence which tempts them to turn from the details of anatomy 
and physiology, in order to display their fancied knowledge in 
the wards. They are mostly conscious that they have every- 
thing to learn; and that a guide to the best way of approach- 
ing their task is among the first and most essential of their 
needs. 

It is possible to consider the work set before medical students 
from two different points of view. From one of these the 
questions arising out of the causes of disease come into the 
foreground ; from the other, the questions relating to methods 
of cure. The plan of education that has hitherto prevailed in 
England has tended, indirectly, it is true, but very power- 
fully, to incline the professional mind towards the latter class 
of questions, and to withdraw it from the former. The former 
require (not only that they may be answered, but even that 
they may be understood) much knowledge of the structure and 
functions of bodily organs, and of the laws of physical science- 
The latter have often been forced upon the minds of compara- 
tively uninstructed students, placed in positions in which they 
were called upon to act, before they had been taught to know. 
The system of apprenticeship, and the employment of un- 
qualified assistants, are causes that have been active in pro- 
ducing this premature demand upon the powers of learners, 
and that have induced them to set before their minds, as the 
chief object of their labours, the attainment of a knowledge 
what todo, Their masters or employers, with reference to the 
work of each recurring day, have kept the same standard in 
view. The effect of such discipline has been to engender dis- 
trust of, and distaste for, any kind of learning that had no im- 
mediate bearing upon treatment. It came to be accounted 
rather a waste of time to inquire minutely into the conditions 
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tical by very limited understandings were liable to be con- 
temptuously put aside. The work of the ordinary practitioner 
was thought to consist in the application of rules founded upon 
experience, or perhaps framed and laid down by scientific in- 
quirers, rather than in the comprehensicn and application of 
scientific principles for himself. 

On the continent of Europe, however, by reason of various 
educational and social influences, the study of the nature and 
causes of disease has taken precedence of the study of treat- 
ment, and has perhaps thrown the latter unduly into the 
shade. The result has been to produce a taste and a capacity 
for researches of a very difficult kind ; and these researches 
have not been cut short by excessive eagerness to announce 
results, or prematurely to deduce practical applications. The 
results obtained, when at length ascertained and promulgated, 
have frequently led to applications of the highest value, some- 
times in very unexpected directions. 

We may say, then, on the whole, that the leading idea of 
continental medical education is to produce a capable inquirer ; 
and that the leading idea of English medical education is to 
produce a capable practitioner. We have not to discuss their 
respective merits. We think that each system somewhat 
neglects the best features of the other, and that each of them 
may borrow from the other with advantage. 

The question before us is, In what way, or by what method, 
may the student of the present time most thoroughly fit him- 
self for the work that he will be called upon to do? How may 
he study to combine the largest knowledge of the principles, 
with the greatest practical aptitude in the exercise of his 
art? 

The first step should be, to bring to the task an intellect 
sufficiently trained. The wisest men in the profession have 
been telling us, for years past, that the problems presented by 
medical science are too complicated, as well as too vast, to be 
within the grasp of badly cultivated minds ; and we constantly 
see persons called intelligent, among the general public, who 
are positively unable to understand even the nature of the 
difficulties that stand in the way of certain conclusions in 
Medicine. In every case affecting health and life the circum- 
stances to be taken into account are so numerous, that it is 
highly difficult to be sure that even all the more important of 
them are observed ; and the temptation of the medical student 
is to seize on one or two salient points, and to build upon 
them a hypothesis that must often be inaccurate, if only be- 
cause the materials from which it was formed were incomplete. 
The safeguard against this temptation is to be sought in habits 
of mental discipline; especially in the habits of close attention 
that are one of the best results of a liberal education, and in 
the habits of cautious observation that are cultivated by the 
study of physical science. By reason of their use in training 
the mind, as well as on account of their practical value, the 
two subjects of anatomy and chemistry are fitly set at the 
threshold of medical studies. Anatomy places before the 
student verbal descriptions the minute accuracy of which is 
not to be surpassed, and proves to him how much there is to 
be seen, and noticed, and remembered, even in the simplest of 
the bodily structures. Chemistry teaches him the complexity 
of the conditions that govern change ; and proves to him that 
disturbing causes, apparently of a trivial character, may en- 
tirely vitiate the results aimed at by the experimenter. Ana- 
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‘tomy teaches that nothing is too small to be observed; che- 
mistry, that nothing is too insignificant to be considered. 

For all students, therefore, and more especially for those 
whose education has been in any important way imperfect, or 
who have been called upon prematurely to discharge the duties 
‘of practitioners, we would most strongly urge the closest 
attention, during their first winter session, to the two subjects 
we have named. The attention should be of such a kind as 
not only to obtain knowledge, but also to obtain the mental 
culture that the pursuit of that knowledge will afford. The 
-object of carefully studying the bones is not only to know and 
remember their distinctive features and the uses of their parts, 
but also to acquire the habit of noting and remembering de- 
tails. The object of studying chemical phenomena is not only 
to remember those which have an obvious bearing upon Medi- 
cine; it is also, and in a far higher degree, to obtain an insight 
into some of the laws by which the universe is controlled— 
laws which meet us in the camp, in the hospital, in the sick- 
room, and by our ready knowledge of which our usefulness as 
practitioners will largely be determined. 


There has arisen of late years much discussion with regard 


rto the relative merits and advantages of tutorial and profes- 
sorial instruction; and the value of lectures has been some- 
what rudely questioned. In the first winter session the 
student is usually taught anatomy by both methods—profes- 
sorially by the lecturer, tutorially by the demonstrator. The 
requirements of different minds vary; and some men will 
-derive more benefit from one, some from the other form of 
instruction. Lecturers are apt to be in fault by putting more 
nto a lecture than their pupils can retain, —demonstrators, by 
thinking more of themselves and their subject-matter than of 
their hearers. The student who means not only to learn 
anatomy, but to learn also what anatomy teaches, must crown 
the labours of lecturers and demonstrators by his personal 
diligence, In order to do this, there are few better methods 
of work than daily to write down descriptions of parts studied 
yesterday, and rigorously to check these descriptions, when 
they are completed, by comparison with the parts and with 
authorities. The questions put at the University of London, 
which are regularly published and sold, afford excellent foun- 
dations for work of this kind; and the student who, by dis- 
section, reading, and listening, will qualify himself to answer 
two of the questions, with accuracy and fulness, in each week 
of the session, will find himself not only a better anatomist 
than most of his contemporaries, but also a wiser man and a 
better observer than before. 

The curriculum, however, sends first-year students into the 
‘wards and the out-patient rooms; and we have to consider 
what they should do there. Chiefly, they should seek to 
become expert in all the methods of examination by which 
@argeons and physicians discover facts on which to found 
inferences for diagnosis and treatment. Our young friends 
will be tempted to have a fling at the inferences, leaving the 
facts to take care of themselves : a course of action that ought 
to be punished by a period of exclusion from the wards for 
each offence. Medicine affords a great many physical certain- 
ties; and these certainties the young student should learn to 
wecognise. He should learn to be quite sure about the exist- 
ence of a cardiac murmur, about the exact spot at which it is 
heard in the greatest intensity, about its relation in point of 
time to the first and second sounds. He should learn to 


recognise healthy and morbid breath-sounds; to know when 
the lung is pervious to air, and when it is partly or wholly 
impervious. He should learn to see the fundus of the eye 
with the ophthalmoscope, and the parts immediately behind 
the pupil by focal illumination. He should learn to see the 
vocal cords; and, in a word, to pursue every kind of physical 
investigation in which certainty is attainable, and in which an 
| unskilled observer is not likely to do harm, without at all 
| troubling himself, for some time to come, about the patho- 
| logical interpretation which his physical certainties will bear. 
| In a science like Medicine, which is daily being enlarged 
by hypotheses, pushed forth as outposts into an unexplored 
country, students are liable to seek to know what is said, in 
preference to seeking to know what is true. There is no 
better safeguard against this than careful attention to demon- 
strable certainties. After a time, and after some skill in 
observation has been gained, the student should employ him- 
self about inferences also, but in a cautious manner. He 
should not hurry from patient to patient, listening to all that 
is said about the variety of disease to be found in an hospital, 
but should seek the guidance of his seniors in selecting a few 
cases for particular observation. He should take at first, 
when practicable, cases of the same malady; so as to compare 
what is generic, and due to the disease, with what is indi- 
vidual, and due to the patient. In doing this he should strive 
to be absolutely honest with himself; to separate his doubts 
from his certainties and his conclusions from his data, and to 
look each group separately in the face: setting the knowledge 
of the truth, always and above all things, before him as the 
object to be attained. The errors of medical practitioners are 
due, in a vast majority of cases, simply to want of care in 
determining what is, before they arrive at conclusions as to 
what may be. Such errors, which are avoidable by the prac- 
titioner, are not only hurtful to the patient, but, being always 
liable to be exposed by more careful men, they often prove 
very injurious to the reputation of those who make them. f 

As time passes on, as knowledge increases, as opportunities 
enlarge, the student who has worked by first aiming at cer- 
tainties must naturally be called upon to step beyond them. 
It is not too much to assume that he will embark upon the 
wider field of research then open to him with habits of care- 
fulness and of mental truthfulness gained, or at least strength- 
ened, by such labour as we have suggested ; and that he will 
become far more useful as a practitioner than those of his con- 
temporaries who have endeavoured to grasp too much in their 
earlier studies. 

The hospital practice of the second winter calls for an earnest 
endeavour to master the leading doctrines of disease, and 
to investigate cases instead of investigating symptoms. For 
this purpose, whatever may be the advantages offered to the 
student in the way of tutorship or of clinical lectures, careful 
medical and surgical reading is absolutely required. There is 
no better guide to such reading than that which we have 
already suggested for anatomy—the framing of answers to the 
University questions. It is a good plan to take a tolerably 
comprehensive question, to devote two or three days to the 
careful perusal of the accessible books upon the subject, 
and to the careful examination of the patients whose cases 
have any bearing upon it, and then to write down, from me- 
mory alone, a proper answer. This answer, when completed, 
should be rigidly scrutinised with regard to its fulness, its 
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accuracy, its arrangement, and its style ; should be amended 
where it is found to be faulty; and then laid aside for future 
use as a compendium of the particular subject. The cases 
examined with reference to it should be followed to their 
terminations, and their leading incidents carefully recorded ; 
with constant reference to the bearing which these incidents 
may have upon doctrines either received as truths or advanced 
as novelties. In this way case-taking will come to have an 
aim and purpose, and will strengthen the habits of accuracy 
and of truth-seeking upon which we have already laid stress. 

An incidental advantage of this method of study is the prac- 
tice it affords in the art of writing. Putting this advantage 
on its lowest ground, it will determine the result of many a 
written examination, and of many a competition for prizes. 
Putting it on its true, and far higher ground, it is a most im- 
portant element in mental culture. It teaches the exact mean- 
ing and force of words, and thus leads to proper care in their 
selection and employment, as well as to increased knowledge 
(few, indeed, can attain to complete knowledge) of the powers 
and resources of the English language. Writers who confound 
‘*theory” with ‘‘ hypothesis,” and who put down “fallacy” 
when they mean “error,” may perhaps be able to observe 
and, in some imperfect measure, to describe; but it is simply 
impossible that they can reason. Yet these are instances that 
we meet with every day. The practice of writing is also a safe- 
guard against self-deception in respect of the amount and 
the quality of our knowledge. A student may read a treatise, 
or listen to a clinical lecture, and bring away a cloud of hazy 
generalities that satisfy him with himself until he writes them 
down and looks at them. When he has done this, he per- 
ceives how little they are worth. Better still, he perceives 
also wherein they are wanting, and in what directions he 
must turn in order to complete his knowledge. 

lt is most desirable, where possible, that the reading of the 
student should not be contined to English authors; they are 
to be preferred for the acquirement of knowledge about facts, 
because they afford the easiest channel for conveying them. 
For acquiring knowledge about opinions and doctrines, it is 
well to go also to foreign writers, and especially to Germans. 
English and Continental practitioners approach disease from 
essentially different points of view ; the former seeking chiefly 
to cure it, and to pick up, in the process, whatever knowledge 
may come in their way ; the latter seeking chiefly to know all 
about it, and to cure it if a method of doing so should suggest 
itself. English books represent English clinical teaching ; but 
German books are often supplementary, or rather complemen- 
tary, to English clinical teaching, and put many new ideas 
before the English reader. German medical literature has 
yet another advantage in its cheapness as compared with 
the English; a pound spent in foreign books will procure 
more than two pounds spent on the works of native writers. 
The language ought not to be a difficulty; for any diligent 
student of moderate ability may learn to read German with 
ease during the autumn vacation. Of speaking it and writing 
it we say nothing ; but speaking it and writing it are not re- 
quired. 

The plan of study that we have sketched implies assiduous 
labour; and we may well be asked, first, what are to be 
its recreations? and secondly, what are to be its rewards? 

The time allotted to the hospital curriculum is so short, and 
its value in relation to the work to be done is so prodigious, 


that the question of recreation should at once be brought dowm 
to the real physical and mental requirements of each student. 
Everything beyond this is waste of time ; and of time that, im 
a special and peculiar sense, can never be recalled. Withim 
the limits of what is needful, we are forced to recognise consi 
derable individual variations. The power to study continuously 
and fruitfully is rare, and depends upon gifts of nervous foree 
and energy which, if rightly used, can scarcely fail to condmet 
those who possess them to distinction. On the other hand, the 
brain-fatigue that results from mere monotony of pursuit is suffi- 
ciently guarded against by the variety of the course of medieal 
study. For men who work steadily and continuously, it is a 
good plan to set aside one afternoon in each week for social 
relaxation, and to spend Sunday, whenever practicable, far 
enough from town to obtain the benefit of country air. Stu- 
dents who have not ready access to friends extra uriem should 
make little parties for this purpose. There are innumerable 
places about London that can be reached, easily and cheaply, 
in time for morning church, and at which an afternoon of 
wholesome rest can be ensured. A rule of some kind in such 
matters is highly valuable ; because, without one, the claims 
of recreation are apt to encroach unduly upon those of study 
With regard to the particular amusements sought, they must 
be determined, of course, more by surrounding circumstanees 
than by any rule. Indeed, no rule could possibly be stated, 
other than to suggest avoidance of pursuits that from their 
nature are apt to become engrossing. 

Closely allied to the question of recreation is that of mode of 
life. Many parents and friends are anxious, often unduly 
anxious, about placing young men in contact with the tempta- 
tions of a great city; and strive to fence round the youth im 
whom they are interested with some safeguards in addition to 
those of rectitude and honour. A common arrangement is 
for a student to board in a family ; and many of the surgeons 
to hospitals are usually ready to receive resident pupils. In 
exceptional cases such arrangements may be desirable ; but, 
as a rule, we think they are not to be commended. The 
medical student should live as near as possible to his hospital 
—so near that a small gratuity to a porter will cause him to 
be summoned to see any bad accident or any operation of 
emergency. He should not be hindered in his studies by the 
rules of family life, nor withdrawn from them by the claims 
of family amusements. Temptations to evil are the commen 
heritage of mankind, and medical students, like other people, 
| must learn to face and to overcomethem. The sooner they 
are left to do this the better; and those who cannot do 
| it are unfit for the profession they have embraced, and 
should be withdrawn from it before they disgrace it and them- 
selves. The best mode of life is, usually, to share apartments 
close to the hospital with a congenial fellow-student. In this 
way two young men may live together with great economy. 
They give to one another the stimulus of emulation in their 
work, and the solace of companionship at times when work is 
irksome. Such times occur to all men, and they are apt to 
drive a lonely student to seek relief in resources that may 
easily become ensnaring. Perhaps the worst plan is resi- 
dence with a medical practitioner to whom some assistance is 
rendered in part payment for board and lodging. It is im~ 
possible for a student to render such assistance without serioms 
or fatal distraction from the proper business of his life. 

We have shown, in bare outline, a time of work and self-~ 
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denial, and we have lastly to speak of its rewards. They are 
not of a kind to appeal strongly to the imagination or the am- 
bition of the young. Fame, wealth, influence, and public 
honour fall indeed pon the chief men in our profession, and the 
path to these distinctions is open to all. But hundreds must 
turn away every year even from the very path, and must place 
themselves to do a life’s duty where no such rewards can come 
to them. To them we would say that this duty, manfully ac- 
cepted and fairly done, brings true and enduring happiness in 
its train. The medical practitioner is exempted from many of 
the cares that cling to callings in which the prizes are greater, 
and he is engaged in pursuits which tend to develop all that is 
most elevating in his nature. He is brought into daily con- 
tact with suffering that he can relieve, and with evils that he 
can cure. If he be careless, or ignorant, or greedy, he will 
not only degrade his profession, but he will degrade, still more 
deeply, his own nature. If he earnestly pursue the truth, and 
strive to the best of his ability to fit himself, by daily effort, 
for the proper discharge of his calling, his life’s history will 
admit of being written, some day, in the few and simple words 
that one of the greatest of living novelists has put into the 
mouth of the doctor’s wife. She says : 

‘*We are not rich in the bank, but we have always pros- 
pered, and we have quite enough. I never walk out with my 
husband but I hear the people bless him. I never go into a 
house of any degree but I hear his praises, or see them in 


grateful eyes. I never lie down at night but I know that in. 


the course of that day he has alleviated pain, and soothed some 
fellow-creature in the time of need. I know that from the 
beds of those who were past recovery, thanks have often, often 
gone up, in the last hour, for his patient ministration. Is not 
this to be rich ?” 

We repeat the question. The words, we have said, are few 
and simple. Are they not enough ?

DEGREES IN MEDICINE. 


The degree of Doctor in Medicine may be conferred by the 
University of St. Andrews on any registered medical practiti 
above the age of forty years whose professional position and ex- 
perience are such as, in the estimation of the University, to 
entitle him to that degree, and who shall, on examination, satisfy 
the Medical Examiners of the sufficiency of his professional 
knowledge ; provided always, that degrees shall not be conferred 
under this section to a greater number than ten in any one year. 

Any person presenting himself as a candidate for the degree 
of Doctor of Medicine under the first section, without having 
previously obtained the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, shail, 
on so presenting himself, pay a fee of fifty guineas, inclusive of 
the stamp duty. 

The degrees in Medicine to be hereafler granted by the 
University of St. Andrews shall be divided into three c 
and be designated respectively Bachelor of Medicine (M.B.), 
Master in Surgery (C.M.), aud Doctor of Medicine (M.D,). 

The preliminary branches of extra-professional education, in 
the case of candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine 
and Master in Surgery, shall be—English, Latin, Arithmetic, 
the Elements of Mathematics, and the Elements of Mechanics ; 
and the proticiency of students in these branches shall, as far as 
possible, be ascertained by examination prior to the commence- 
ment of their medical study. 

No candidate shall be admitted to a professional examination 
for either of the last-mentioned degrees who has not passed 
a satisfactory examination on at least two of the following sub- 
jects in addition to the subjects mentioned above ; reek, 
French, German, Higher Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, 
Natural History, Logic, Moral Philosophy ; and the exami- 
nation on these subjects also shall, as far as possible, take 
place before the lidate has entered on his medical cur- 
riculum.
